Washington Holds That 
Villa’s Decree Is Illegal. 
Spain to Exhaust Every 
Resource in Effort to Pro- 


tect Her People. 


Washington, April 7.—Vigorous rep- 
resentations went from the American 
government today to General Carran- 
za, the constitutionalist chief, urging 
him to modify the order of General 
Villa expelling Spaniards from Torreon. 
The situation is giving grave concern 
to authorities here. The United States 
had undertaken to extend to Spaniards 
in Mexico the same protection it af- 
fords American residents there and Am- 
bassador Riano has been assured that 
nothing will be left undone to assure 
for the unfortunates at Torreon every 
right to which, they are entitled under 
international l@w and usage. 

Spain proposes to exhaust every re- 
source to protect her people, it was 
made plan today, when Rear Admiral 
Mayo, at Tampico, cabled the navy de- 
partment that the commanding offi- 
eer of the British cruiser Hermoine 


had been instructed ¥ care for Span- 

iards at that port. fficials here did 

not comment on this development. 
State Department Embarrassed. 

The state department, as well as 
the Spanish, €Mbassy here, is embar- 
rassed in dealing with the Torreon 
situation by a lack of exact informa- 
tion as to the extent of the expulsion 
decree and how far it has been execut- 
ed. It is understood Villa in a pub- 
lic speech told the Spaniards of Tor- 
reon they were to be deported en masse, 
that a commission would be appointed 
to examine into each individual case, 
and that such of them as could estab- 
lish the fact that they have rendered 
no aid to Huerta would be permitted 
to return. 

The gravity of the problem has been 
increased by unofficial but credible in- 
formation that this policy of expulsion 
of the Spaniards is to be of general 
application; that as rapidly as the con- 
stitutionalists extend their control they 
intend to drive out the Spaniards and 
seize their property. 

An attempt to carry out such a plan 
would meet with determined opposition 
from the United States government. 
Officials say the Spaniards are in Mex- 
ico under the provisions ofatreaty con- 
ferring the right of residence, trade 
and travel, and anything like a sweep- 
ing deportation under these circum- 
stances would be in violation of the 
principles of international law, and 
would form a proper subject of resent- 
ment bY the Spanish government, even 
to the extent of hostile measures if 
need be. 

Decree Wholly Illegal. 

It also has been pointed out that as 
Vilia’s decree involves the confisca- 
tion of property of the Torreon Span- 
iards it is wholly illegal, for even con- 
ceding the right of expulsion of atiens 
undér certain circumstances, interna- 
tional law expressly provides that this 
shall be done humanely and without 
inflicting loss upon the subject. 

Foreseeing the gravest international 
complications if the constitutionalists 
should undertake to apply this doc- 
trine of wholesale expulsion of aliens 
to other than Spaniards, the state de- 
partment is expected to lay this sub- 
ject before General Carranza so plain- 
ly that he will exercise his full power 
to prevent further interference with 
all foreigners. 

Confirmation 
fighting in the 
pico has reached the navy 
in messages from Admiral Mayo, for- 
warded by Admiral Fletcher at Vera 
Cruz. Admiral Fletcher has ordered 
the battleship Utah from Vera Cruz 
to Tampico to reinforce the formida- 
ble American naval force at that port. 
The battleships Connecticut and Min- 
nesota and the cruisers Des Moines, 
Chester, San Francisco and the dis- 
patch boat Dolphin already are there. 

Bent on Expelling Spaniards. 

Juarez, Mexico, April 7.—Despite ex- 
pressions of Washington's unofficial 
displeasure at the expulsion of the 
Spanish colony from Torreon, the pur- 
pose of the rebel leaders in this re- 
gard was unshaken today. It is learned 
from an authoritative rebel source that 
General Carranza and General Villa 
are in. thorough accord on the sub- 
ject and that Spanish subjects 
throughout the republic, as fast as 
other states may fall into constitu- 
tionalists hands, will be treated as 
at Torreon and Chihuahua. 

George C. Carothers is known to 
have talked with General Carranza on 
the Spanish question today. The 
American and the first. chief of the 
revolution conferred for a half hour. 
When Carothers emerged he was be- 
sieged by anxious inquirers, but he 
rushed to his automobile without an- 
swering questions, shaking his head 
negatively. 

The purport of the conference leaked 
out late today through sources which 
hitherto have proved reliable. It was 
said Carothers informed Carranza that 
the summary expulsion of the Span- 
iards was considered gravely at Mad- 
rid and without favor at Washing- 
ton. The general replied that evi- 
dence of Spanish conspiracy against 
the revolution was overwhelming in 
all parts of the country; that their 
expulsion was not only just, but the 
part of wisdom. He pointed out that 
popular suspicion against these for- 
eigners was so general and deep-seat- 
ed that their expulsion at least would 
remove them from danger at the hands 
of an incensed soldiery. The troops 
generally are well under discipline, he 
explained, but individual exceptions 
were to be considered. 

The policy of expulsion includes all 
Spanish Subjects in Mexico. Many

SWEEPING VICTORY 
FOR REPUBLICANS 


New Jersey Democrats Lose 
Congress Seat Made Va- 
cant by the Death of Rvp- 
resentative Bremner 


Paterson. N. J., April 7.—Republicans 
gained and democrats lost a seat in the 
house of representatives today as the 
result of a special election in the sev- 
enth New Jersey district. Dow H. 
Drukker, Passaic contractor, was 
elected congressman to succeed the 
late Robert L. Bremner, by more than 
5,000 plurality over James J. OByrne,a 
democrat, personally indorsed by Pres- 
ident Wilson and aided by some of the 
foremost campaign speakers at the call 
of the administration. 

Figures compiled by the republican 
county campaign commitee gave the 
total vote, with two out of 112 elec- 
tion districts missing, as follows: 

Drukker, republican, 10,649; O'Byrne, 
democrat, 5,143; Demarest, socialist, 
5.118; Whitehead, progressive (esti- 
mated) 600.

Drukker made his fight on a plat-

Washington, April 7.—When news of 
republican victory in the seventh 
New Jersey district came tonight Rep- 
resentative Doremus, of Michigan, 
chairman of the democratic congres- 
sional campaign committee, after a con- 
ference with Secretary Tumulty at the 
white house, said in a statement: 

“The seventh New Jersey district, as 
recently gerrymandered, is strongly 
republican and always has been. The 
late Mr. Bremner, because of his tre- 
mendous personal popularity, was prob- 
ably the only democrat who could car- 
ry the district. If the democrats had 
succeeded there yesterday it would 
have been almost a miracle.”

COLOMBIA ENDS 
PANAMA QUARREL 


Signs Treaty With United 
States Closing Controversy 
Caused by Canal — Event 
Is Considered Momentous. 


Bogota, Colombia, April 7.—The 
treaty between the United States and 
Colombia, settling the Panama contro- 
versy, was signed today at the state de- 
partment of Colombia by the American 
minister, Thaddeus A. Thomson, and 
representatives of the Colombian gov- 
ernment. 

Ceremony Was Impressive. 

The ceremony of signing the treaty 
was an impressive one. The American 
minister was accompanied by the sec- 
retary of the legation, Leland Harri- 
son. The Colombian signatories were 
the Colombian minister of foreign af- 
fairs, Francisco Jose Urrutia, and 
members of the advisory committee, 
Marco Fidel Suarez, first vice president 
of the republic; WNicholas Esguerra, 
former minister of state; Senator Jose 
Maria Valencia, Senator Rafael Uribe 
and Antonio Jose ‘Uribe, president of 
the house of representatives. 

The conferring of full powers on this 
committee to sign the treaty bound to- 
gether the representative heads of all 
the political parties,, insuring the rati- 
fication of the treaty by congress, 
which will meet in special session for 
that purpose May 1. It also is a guar- 
antee of the future stability of the 
government. Negotiations with the 
Colombian government have been car- 
ried on by the legation at Bogota, and 
since the return of the American min- 
ister, March 3, frequent conferences 
have been held. It is said negotiations 
have been difficult to bring to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, owing to mislead- 
ing advices from places outside of Co- 
lombia and a certain anti-American 
sentiment. 

Momentous Event. 

The signing of this treaty is looked 
on here as-a momentous event in the 
history of the foreign relations of Co- 
lombia and marks a new era for her 
future. It is pointed out by those sup- 
porting the treaty that the friendship 
of the government and the people of 
the United States is of incalculable 
Value. 

The settlement of this vexed ques- 
tion indicates a marked change in the 
sentiment of Colombians for the United 
States, in which they frankly ac- 
knowledge their best interests and fu- 
ture development lie. The feeling of 
satisfaction and relief from the situa- 
tion which has existed during the past 
eleven years was apparent in the capi- 
tal tonight.

Albany, N. Y., April 7.—Governor 
Glynn tonight refused to etiher com- 
mute the death sentence of the four 
gunmen convicted of slaying Herman 
Rosenthal or to grant them a reprieve 
until after the second trial of former 
Police Lieutenant Charles Becker. 
They must die by electrocution in Sing 
Sing prison some time next week, prob- 
ably Monday. 

It would have been a miscarriage of 
justice to thhave granted commutation 
and an improper exercise of executive 
power to have granted a reprieve, the 
governor saidina statement. The case 
of the gunme does not depend on the 
result of the Becker case, he continued. 
No evidence has been offered him tend- 
ing to show that there is any reasona- 
ble probabiity of anything developing 
in the second Becker trial which would 
change the result in the gunmen’s 
cases.

“TIT have carefully reviewed the record 
of the trial, and the opinions written 
in the court of appeals on the affirm- 
ance of the judgment of conviction in 
this case,” the govérnor said, “and I 
am unable to discover any reason that 
would justify a reprieve. 

“The judgment of conviction of 
these defendants was unanimously af- 
firmed by the court of appeals. The 
court found no error had been com- 
mitted in. the trial: that the defend- 
ants had a fair trial, and that there 
was nothing in the case at al] to re- 
quire or to justify a new trial.” 

They Were Hired to Murder. 

Justice Goff wrote the governor: 

“AS near as absolute certainty can 
be attained by Juman means in a 
human tribunal, it was attained when 
these four men were convicted of 
murder. The conviction has been 
unanimously affirmed by the court of 
last resort.

Birmingham, April 7.—Oscar W. Un-

Hobson HRan for Two Years. 

Hobson entered the senatorial 
two vears ago. He visit- 
ed nearly every county and town in 
the state. In stump speeches he 
charged his opponent with having been 
influenced by the “liquor interests.’ He 
also charged that corporation influ- 
ence was behind the campaign of Mr. 
Underwood for the presidential nomi- 
nation in 1912. All of the charges 
were denied by Mr. Underwood.

Spanish Colony Despondent. 

El Paso, Texas, April 7.—When 
George €C. Carothers, special agent of 
the department of state, returned to 
this side from his conference with 
General Carranza today he locked him- 
self in his office, saying that he had 
report to make. Pressed for confir- 
mation or denial of information gained 
in Juarez, he replied: “I merely am 
an intermediary in certain matters be- 
tween the United States and General 
Carranza. The subject is one which 
[ cannot discuss.” 

The large colony of Spanish refu- 
gees in El Paso are despondent. They 
are convinced their properties will be 
confiscated and themselves deprived of 
their homes. Spanish holdings in the 
La Guna district of Coahuila are val- 
ued at fifty million pesos, according 
to Spanish refugees here. The Span- 
ish property in Torreon includes lead- 
ing stores in the business districts, 
factories and warehouses, and the 
Spaniards own a part of the stock of 
the Banco La Guna, a $10,000,000 bank- 
ing corporation. 

In addition to the Torreon interests, 
the Spaniards own large haciendas in 
the cotton district of La Guna and 
the irrigated alfalfa farms. The nom- 
inal Spanish population of Torreon is 
estimated to be 6,000, but it has been 


reduced since the start of the revotu- 
tion to 1,000, including Spanish resi- 
dents of the La Guna district. There 
are 700 Spanish men, women and chil- 
dren in Torreon itself. There is no 
Spanish consul in Torreon now and 
the affairs of the colony are being 
cared for by the Italian, American and 
British consuls. 

No arrangements have been made 
by the Spanish colony here to receive 
and care for the Spaniards who are 
expected from Torreon. It was re- 
ported that the first train load of the 
refugees would arrive late tonight. 


FIGHTING IS REPORTED 
IN TAMPICO STREETS 


Juarez, April 7.—A report officially 
Ziven out today states that General 
Caballero was fighting in the streets 
of Tampico yesterday and expected to 
capture the city soon. Cabaliero’s re- 
port was sent to General Pablo Gon- 
zalez, who forwarded it from Mata- 
moras. 


Gunboat Forced to Retreat. 


_ Brownsville, Texas, April 7.—Fight- 
ing is in progress in the streets of 
Tampico, according to a brief dispatch 
received by constitutionalist officers 
in Matamoros last night from General 
Luis Caballero, who is at Victoria. The 
message says the federal gunboat at 
Tampico has been forced to retreat by 
the cannonading of the constitution- 
alists. 

_ The Tampico federal garrison is be- 
lieved to number about 1,000 men, but 
is said to be greatly outnumbered by 
the attacking jrevolutionists. Rein- 
forcements from San Luis Potosi for 
the Tampico federals have been check- 
ed in their forward movement by the 
rebel general, Carrera Terres, accord- 
ing to the message. 


GUILLOTINE PREPARED 
FOR FOES OF REBELS 


Juarez, Mexico, April 7.—The guillo- 
tine has made its appearance in Mex- 
ico,and a new form of execution con- 
fronts the enemies of the constitution- 
alists in San Luis Potosi, it was 
learned today. At Conception Del Oro, 
a home-made guillotine has been erect- 
ed. It was built by rebel mechanics 
in the corps commanded by General Eul- 
laio Gutierrez, who is now in this city 
conferring with General Carranza. 

Already the new instrument has been 
tested and, as the general says, “it 
works splendidly.’’ The test was made 
with a lamb as the victim. 

Desire for revenge is responsible for 
the appearance of the guillotine’ in 
Mexico. General Gutierrez's brother- 
in-law, Jose Morales, was killed some 


time ago in battle against the federals 


near Satillo. 

The federal commander at Saltillo 
also arrested Gutierrez’s sister, placed 
the woman and her infant aboard a 
troop train and sent them to San Luis 
Potosi. The baby died of exposure on 
the way; nothing is known of the fate 
of other. members of the family. From 
stories told by rebels this is only one 
of the many instances where the wom- 
en and children of rebel officers have 
been taken from Saltillo by the feder- 
als and sent to other cities and to sup- 
posedly horrible fates. It is said that 
in some instances the women have been 
given to federal soldiers.

Messages transmitted by wireless 
telegraphy from the ice floes of Belle 
Isle strait have brought to St. Johns, 
N. F., the news of what may prove to 
be the worst disaster that has attended 
the sealing industry of Newfoundland. 
Forty of the 200 men that made up the 
crew of the sealer Newfoundland thave 
lost their lives, thirty are still miss- 
ing, and of the thirty rescued many, it 
is feared, will yet succumb to the ef- 


fects of the dreadful cold to which they 
have been exposed during the last sixty 
hours. To this toll there may be added 
perhaps the entire crew of 175 of the 
sealer Southern Cross, which was due

FEDERALS WILL TRY

Washington. April 7.—Dispatches 
from Consular Agent Carothers at 
Torreon were summarized today at the 
state department as follows: 

“Information received at the state 
department covering conditions in 
Torreon and Gomez Palacio indicate 
that efforts are being made by the 
forces under General Villa to restore 
order and a normal condition. Excel- 
lent order is being maintained, and no 
gacking or pilaging is permitted. Un- 
der penalty of fine, orders were issued 
for the cleansing and watering of the 
city; light and water service is in op- 
eration: railway and telegraph serv- 
ice with Durango was resumed on 
April 3, and the street car lines are 
in operation. No foreigners have been 
hurt or killed.”

Mexico City, April 7

of Torreon is false. The dispatch also 
states that the rear admiral advised 
Washington of the arrival on Satur- 
duy at Torreon of General Joaquin 
Maas and General Javier de Moure, 
the federal comanders. 

An editorial article in El Diario to- 
day Says: 

“From an international point of 
view, President Wilson’s policy toward 
Mexico has suffered a blow which not 
only in the United States, but in Eu- 
rope has had a cruel ring for the good 
name of American diplomacy.” 

After quoting anti-administration 
extracts from: New York papers and 
referring to the retirement of John 
Bassett Moore from the counselorship 
of the state department, the article 
concludes: 

“Under universal pressure it has been 
decided to adopt as a guide for future 
policy the result of the contest of Tor- 
reon. If the Mexican federal govern- 
ment triumphs over the rebellion, Pres- 
ident Wilson will see himself obliged 
to change his policy in favor of the 
actual government of Mexico. If the 
rebellion wins, the American govern- 
ment will intervene in some form. The 
rebels will not accede to power, since 
they offer no guarantees to civiliza- 
tion.”

Governor Glynn, of New York, has 
made a discovery. i: 26° Gees tae 
state is engaged upon a road-building 
program that involves a staggering 
expenditure of money—a sum far in 
excess of the $100,000,000 of bonds 
already voted. As the governor sums 
up the situation, the state’s road sys- 
tem continued on present lines will 
cost $130,000,000 to build, $12,000,000 
annually to maintain, and at the end 
of ten years from the completion of 
the work there will be little to show 
for an expenditure of $20,000,000. The 
5 per cent road bonds run for fifty 
years. There is, therefore, an annual 
charge of $5,000,000 for interest and 
$2,500,000 for a sinking fund, in addi- 
tion to the millions required for re- 
construction and maintenance.

Cy Warman Passes in Chicago. 
“Pioneer in School of Rail 
Literature. 


Chicago, April 7.—Cy Warman, poet 
and short story writer, died today aft- 
er a long illness. 

Warman was stricken with paralysis 
in a hotel last winter. The outlook 
was unfavorable from the first. He 
was removed to a hospital a few weeks 
ago, where he continued to sink until 
the end today. 

Cy Warman was known as the “Poet 


of the Rockies” and was a pioneer in 
the school of railroad literature. His 
stories about railroad men were based 
on personal experiences at Salida, Colo., 
where, in the early eighties he workec 
as a wiper, a fireman and a locomotive 
engineer, After a few years of rail- 
roading he became ill aid was com- 
pelled to seek other employment. 

He went to Denver and became a 
newspaper reporter. He later began put - 
lishifa a railway journal, but it did 
not prove a success. Meantime he was 
writing short poems and bits of prose, 
but there seemed.to be no sale for them. 
One day when he was feeling unusually 
down-hearted he wrote: 

“But there’s a consolation 

In the thought that when we're dead, 
If we have written something good 

Our efforts wil®be read: 

And friends will plant forget-me-nots 

And come and sit and sigh, 

And irrigate our grave with tears 

When we go off and die.” 

This attracted attention and his suc- 
cess therafter was continuous. 

Warman was born in 1855 near 
Greenup, Ill., on a homestead present- 
ed to his father by the government for 
gallant service in the Mexican war. 

The poet latermet and was married 
to Miss Marie Myrtle Jones, who inspir- 
ed the lines of “Sweet Marie,” a song 
which became a great success. 


DEATH TAKES DUCHESS 
WHOM A KING LOVED 


Milan, Italy, April 7.—The Duchess 
Kugenia Di Litta, who played a promi- 
nent role at the court of the late King 
Humbert, of Italy, died here today at 
the age of 77. 

The Duchess Di Litta was an ar- 
dent patriot and during the struggle 
for Italian independence led the wom- 
en of the Lombardy aristocracy in re- 
fusing to attend court _oe partic- 
ipated in by Austrian officers. 

Before ascending the throne, King 
Humbert was so lavish in his atten- 
tions toward the duchess that Queen 
Margherita, in 1875, returned her nup- 
tial ring to her father-in-law, King 
Victor Emmanuel II, declaring that 
she would not wear it while the 
duchess was received at court. 

With time, however, this resent- 
ment wore away’ and when King Hum- 
bert was assassinated, in 1900, Queen 
Margherita ordered that the Duchess 
Di Litta be informed immediately, and 
she, after the queen, was the first 
person to reach the side of the dead 
monarch.

GET A SQUARE DEAL 


Col. J. B. Bellinger Visits At- 
lanta in Regard to Purchase 
of Supplies for Army Post. 


Atlanta merchants are going to get a 
square deal from the government in the 
matter of purchasing supplies for Fort 
McPherson, according to Colonel John 
B. Bellinger, of the quartermaster’s de- 
partment, U.S. A. 

Colonel Bellinger arrived in Atlanta 
Tuesday morning, and he immediately 
sought a conference with Secretary 
Leahy, of th¢ industrial bureau of the 
chamber of“commerce. There was no 
qubbling either om the part of Colonel 
Bellinger or the officials of the cham- 
ber. They got down to business at 
once, and it did not take Secretary 
Leahy long to convince Colonel Bel- 
linger that Atlanta has been grossly 
discriminated against in the purchase 
of supplies for the local post. 

“I have not fully acquainted mvself 


iwith the details of the matter, but from 
what I have learned, I stand in a con- 
ciliatory attitude,’ Colonel Bellinger 
said. : 

Can Buy Cheaply Here. 


Colonel Bellinger would not enter 
into a discussion of the reasons why 
the quartermaster’s department estab- 
lished the custom of purchasing sup- 
plies for the various government posts 
throughout the United States, particu- 
larly the south, through New York. He 
did state, however, that he was firmly 
convinced of the fact that the govern 
ment can make its purchases right here 
in Atalnta, with Atlanta merchants, to 
just as good advantage as it can by 
purchasing through Governor's Island 
or through New York. 

In his brief interview with Secretary 
Leahy, Colonle Bellinger stated that 
his department has orders from the 
chief quartermaster at Washington to 
purchase through New York.* He ex- 
plained that there is a strong likeli- 
hood of an amicable adjustment of the 
matter upon his return to headquar- 
ters after conferring with the local 
committee on wholesale trade.

The 
Chronicle also points out that the govern- 
mental engineers have accepted a route 
from Savannah through Darien and 
Brunswick southward, and stresses its ad- 
vantages. Here again, the government fol- 
lows the route chosen by The Constitution 
pathfinders. 

Largely as a result of The Constitution’s 
good roads crusade and round-the-state 
tours, the roads in Georgia heretofore dis- 
jointed and local are being connected and 
given a consecutive value. The principle 
of co-ordination in’ Georgia steadily pro- 
gresses. The electrical impulse given by 
the law which put road-building convicts at 
the disposal of the counties is already work- 
ing a widespread revolution. It is likely 
that the present session of congress will 
enact a law that will carry progress still 
farther by putting federal aid and federal 
engineers at the service of this and every 
other state. Georgia will no doubt establish 
a state roads commission this year. Every- 
thing is working for good roads, not only in 
the state, but in the whole country! 


JUST AS WELL. : 

The bill amplifying the powers of the 
police commissioner of New York city has 
failed in the New York assembly by the de- 
cisive vote of 94 to 49. The bill was framed, 
introduced and advocated in the hope that 
the manner in which it severed red tape 
might induce Colonel George W. Goethals, 
the builder of the Panama canal, to accept 
this hardest of American police jobs. 

It is doubtful if Goethals would have ac- 
cepted the commission even had the bill 
been enacted into law. At first he gave 
some indication of taking the matter under 
consideration, but of later weeks the proba- 
bility of a declination has grown steadily 
larger. 

What this really big American would 
have to gain by administering New York’s 
police department it is difficult to imagine. 
He is, in the first place, too great a man 
for the position. He would have hopelessly 
dwarfed himself by accepting it. In the 
second place, it is doubtful if he could have 
shorn the post of politics and red tape, even 
with the aid of a friendly law. 

History. has shown that few men can 
discharge the duties of police commissioner 
of New York city without being smudged 
with the stain of politics or scandal. Roose- 
velt made a better job of it than most men, 
and even he did not escape the character 
Panama Goethals was abso-

macy, popularity and ability, almost as much |; 


as by right of authority. In New York city 
he would have been confronted by a vastly 
different set of conditions. The caliber of 
the canal force and of the New York police 
force is as dissimilar gp the poles. The 
first was capable of being inspired with an 
enthusiasm amounting almost to consecra- 
tion. No one has yet charged the New York 
police force with being enthusiastic, much 
less consecrated. 

The motives behind the defeat of the 
measure must make an interesting story. It 
is not improbable that we have here an 
exhibit of a recrudescence of Tammany, 
fearful of the fleshpots in the face of a for- 
eign and merciless invasion. In any event, 
the New York assembly has unwittingly 
done the country a service in removing 
even the temptation to Goethals to enter a 
course which could have- reflected only 
damage to his prestige and perhaps an iin- 
pairment to his health. 


THE BIGNESS OF BURTON. 


Senator Theodore Burton, republican, of 
Ohio, has announced that he will not be a 
candidate for re-election, “unless circum- 
stances arise which I do not anticipate will 
occur.” , 3 

The senator further says that after twen- 
ty years in cqngress he cherishes no inordi- 
nate political ambitions, and that it may well 
be his party can be served better by some 
man who has been less imbroiled in factional 
disturbances than himself. 

It takes a pretty big man to make these 
candid statements, and there is no especial 
reason to believe that Burton is not sincere. 
He is very much of the type of Root, of New 
York, who recently silenced rumors con- 
necting his name with presidential aspira- 
tions with the emphatic declaration that in 
the first place he entertained no such lean- 
ings, and in the second that he felt himself 
too far advanced in years and too unpopular 
politically. 

Now comes Burton with virtually the 
Same reasoning. He is frank enough to 
recognize that the political order has 
changed, that the republican organization 
yet bears the living scars of internal con- 
flicts, and that his further personal activity 
might embarrass its prospects. 

There are few abler men in congress 
than Burton. The Constitution has not inva- 
riably admired his partisan bedfellows, but 
we have done justice to his personal con- 
viction, capacity and courage. He is that 
all-too-rare combination, a statesman who 
sees the necessity for national expenditures 
in large dimensions, but who fights the pork 
barrel and demands that each dollar con- 
gress spends be for worthy and not fence- 
building purposes. His recent contribution 
to The Saturday Evening Post on the sub- 
ject of congressional extravagance for purely 
political purposes was not short of mas- 
terful.

| Ffficient Housekeeping

Omelets, Plain and Fancy. 

Eggs are so easily prepared that it would 
seem that every one should know the seven 
hundred different ways of preparing them, 
that it is said every 
French chef must mas- 
ter before receiving his 
diploma. Yet I know 
seven hundred differ- 
ent women who cannot 
make an attractive dish 
of fried eggs, whose 
boiled eggs are always 
too hard or too soft and 
who vow they will 
never attempt an ome- 
let! 

And there is nothing 
so simple in the whole 
=f line of cookery as this 
*} same omelet, it is only 
a mass of fluffy bubbles 
and all that is needed to 
insure its beautiful 
lightness is a little care. 

The trouble with ome- 
lets is that they stick— 
to prevent this rub the 
frying pan, or the ome- 
let griddle, with a piece of suet or a cloth 
dipped in dripping, wipe it off and then but- 
ter it and pour on the egg mixture. It is the 
butter that sticks, you see; not the eggs, and 
this simple trick prevents all this. 

Now you say the omelet always falls just 
as you are about to serve it; this, too, can 
be avoided. Roll a small square of dry bread 
so that you will have one or two tablespoons 
of crumbs and put these in the omelet mix- 
ture just as you are ready to pour it into 
the pan. Do you see the theory? The 
crumbs swell and hold the omelet up and 
keep the delicate air cells from breaking so 
easily. Yes, it is simple, very simple, but it 
requires a deftness of touch in the turning 
and a certain wise knowledge of heat to get 
the right result, but get it once and you 
will never fail again. 

It is better to make two small omelets 
than one great one, and four eggs are suf- 
ficient for any time. Especially is this the 
case as only a few minutes are required for 
the making of each. 

Beat the yolks of the eggs until lemon 
colored and thick, and the whites until they 
are stiff; add a tablespoon of ice water to 
the yolks for every egg used. Milk may be 
used, but water makes a more tender omelet. 
Salt and pepper the mixture; add the stiff 
whites, and when the buttered pan begins to 
smoke, slightly slide the mass onto it. Cook 
it slowly, lifting up the edges, to see how it 
browns, with a broad bladed, flexible knife. 

Have waiting a hot buttered platter and 
as soon as the omelet is firm in the center 
invert the pan over the platter and send 
it in to the table at once. Or you may fold 
the omelet once over or roll it up. What- 
ever you do, you must not try to turn it over 
—an omelet fried on both sides is a ruin! 

The fancy omelets are simple too, for they 
are made just as the plain ones are, but 
how differently they taste! The famous 
“omelette aux fines herbes’’ is made just as 
directed above, but with the salt and pepper 
add the ‘“jardiniere.” This is just a little 
of parsley, thyme and sweet marjoram. Again 
it may be a few spikes of chevril, some leaves 
of cress and sorrel] and a few drops of onion. 
In frying these allow a little more butter 
than usual. 

Very elaborate omelets are baked in sil- 
ver dishes and are dignified by the name of 
souffles; they may be sweet or plain or made 
with oysters or chicken. Success depends 
upon their being very light and delicate. 
They are always served in the dish they are 
baked in, the instant they come from the 
heat. 

A very popular omelet for breakfast is 
made as directed and folded over once after 
being spread with warmed orange marma- 
lade. This one is known as Dundee omelette.

DAVY CROCKETT.

Davy Crockett was a 101 per cent Ameri- 
can citizen, who lived, very informally, be- 
tween the years 1786 and 1836. 

In those days life in the western frontier 
of the United States was even more danger- 


ous than it is during a hot political cam-* 


paign today, said frontier being in Kentucky 
and Tennessee. Crockett was born in Ken- 
tucky and spent his youth roaming the re- 
gion between the Ohio and the gulf, talking 
politics, real estate and philosophy, and now 
and then shooting at something with his 
long barreled rifle. Crockett never shot 
more than once at anything, being a care- 
ful soul and not fond of wasting powder. 
Once was always enough. In fact, he was 
so dead a shot that he is the only man re- 
corded in history or mythology who could 
bring down his game without any shot at all. 
It is claimed that whenever a coon saw 
Crockett aiming at him he would call out, 
“Don't shoot, Davy. I'll come down.” 

Just at present a large number of trusts 
seem to be mistaking Woodrow Wilson for 
Davy Crockett. 

Crockett wore a coonskin cap with a tail 
to it and deerskin pants and moccasins. But 
when he went to congress for Tennessee he 
put on the wide felt hat of civilfzation and

became noted for his humor and good sense. 
When Tennessee became too tame for him 
he went to Texas. which was suffering from 
Mexicanin’s in its worst form, and helped 
citizens get up a revolution. It was a great 
success but. Crockett did not live to see it. 
Together with a few hundred other patriots 
he was trapped in an old adobe church in 
San Antonio called “The Alamo” by several 
thousand Spaniards. He could have escaped 
with the other strong men, but they would 
have had to leave the sick and undergo that 
painful form of death known as a Mexican 
trial. So they all stayed. Crockett died with 
the rest so gloriously that Texas still refers 
to the Spartans as “The Crocketts of 
Greece.” 
But we can't help having some slight 
sympathy for the Mexican soldiers who had 
to hang around the Alamo while Crockett 
was still shooting that long barreled rifle.

same. 

This letter asks that Commissioner Can- 
dler do not enter the race, for the reason 
that the writer believes he can be of much 
greater service to the state as chairman of 
the railroad commission than. as governor. 
This, states Mr. Candler, is the first letter 
bearing’ upon the gubernatorial race which 
he has received asking him not to run.

VINSON OPENS HIS CAMPAIGN 
IN MOST VIGOROUS FASHION 

Warrenton, Ga., April 7.—(Special.)—De- 
claring that he was the candidate of no 
man or set of men, and defying in a bitter 
attack what he called the peanut politicians 
of the tenth district, from whom he expected 
no help, and to whom he would give no quar- 
ter, Judge Carl Vinson, of Baldwin county, 
candidate for congress from this. district, 
opened his campaign in Warren county in a 
speech here today.

Chairman Hilles Explains Plan 
Adopted by the National 
Committee. 


New York, April 6.—Charles D. Hilles, 
chairman of the republican national 
committee, tonight made public the pro- 
posed plan to decrease the percentage 
of the southern territorial representa- 
tion in the republican national conven- 
tion in 1916 and thereafter from ap- 
proximately 35 per cent of the total 
voting strength to less than 16 per 
cent, as provided in resolutions adopted 
by the committee at its meeting last 
December. 

The plan is addressed to the republi- 
can conventions of the several states, 
which are asked to ratify the action of 
the national body before January 1, 
1915. A special committee composed 
of Charles B. Warren, of Michigan; Sen- 
ator William FE. Borah, of Idaho, and 
Henry D. Hatfield, of West Virginia, 
drafted the report of the action taken 
in December which embodies other 
resolutions adopted by the national 
committee. Thege guarantee: 

Recognition, in the call to be issued 
for the next national convention, of 
the right of any state to provide for 
the election of delegates in direct pri- 
maries. 

The right of any state to elect all 
delegates from the state-at-large, or 
part from the state-at-large, and gart 
from congressional. districts. 

These provisions were adopted with 
a view to eliminating contests before 
the national body, such as jin the past 
have produced discord and dissension. 

Some members of the national com- 
mittee, spurred on by the insistent de- 
mands of a large body of voters, sought 
to have the committee call a special 
convention for the purpose of adopting 
a new basis of representation, but the 
opinion prevailed of those who main- 
tained that inasmuch as no methods 
were provided by the existing laws of 
the various states for the election of 
delegates to such a convention in direct 
primary elections, the special conven- 
tion migth not represent the senti- 
ments and desires of a majority of the 
party. 


Views are Explained. 


It was resolved that the national 
committee consider the question, form- 
ulate its conclusions and submit the 
result of its deliberations for ratifi- 
cation by state conventions. In: recit- 
ing the views that actuated the na- 
tional body the special committee of 
three says: 

“The committee believed that should 
conventions of delegated representa- 
tives of the party, convened in the 
number of states entitled to cast a ma- 
jority of the votes in a national con- 
vention, ratify the action taken by the 
national committee in this respect, its 
action could be assumed to fairly ex- 
press the sentiment of the great ma- 
jority of the party, for obviously such 
state conventions when taken together 
would consist of more representatives 
of the party than would be assembled 
in a national convention. 

“The plan adopted and recommended 
for ratification provides that the re- 
publican voters in each state shall 
hereafter be represented in a national 
convention of the party by four dele- 
gw2ates-at-large; two delegates for each 
representative-at-large in congress; one 
delegate from each congressional dis- 
trict, and an additional delegate from 
each congressional district in which the 
vote of 1908 for any republican elector 
or for the republican nominee for con- 
gress in 1914 shall not have been less 
than 7,500. 

“Alaska and the District of Colum- 
bia, under the plan presented, will each 
be entitled to two voting delegates, 
while Hawaii, Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippine islands will each- be entitled to 
two delegates without the right to 
vote.” 

The result of this change in the basis 
of representation, if ratified by the re- 
quisite number of State conventions, 
will be a decrease of eighty-nine votes, 
as follows: Alabama will lose 8, Ar- 
kansas 3, Florida 3, South Carolina 7, 
Tennessee 3, Texas 16. Virginia 8, Ha- 
waii 4, Porto Rico 2, and Philippine is- 
lands 2. 

Under the plan presented a congres- 
sional district not entitled to two dele- 
gates on the vote cast in the presiden- 
tial election in 1906 will qualify for 
two if 7,500 or more votes are cast for 
the republican nominee in the congres- 
gional election this fall. 

Anticipating criticism from those who 
believed that a still greater decrease 
should have been provided in southern 
representation, the special committee in 
its recital says it is within the prov- 
ince of a majority of the convention 
of 1916, if it so desires, to establish 
another new basis for further conven- 
tions. 

Ratifying the Plan. 

The plan can be ratified by any re- 
publican convention for the purpose of 
nominating candidates for state of- 
fices, or for the purpose of adopting a 
party platform, or by any convention 
called by the republican state commit- 
tee and held before January 1, 1915. 
The statement of the special commit- 
tee that drafted the plan for presenta- 
tion to the several republican state con- 
ventions concludes with the following: 

“The committee appointed to present 
the proposed plan to the state conven- 


tions believes that it is desirable from | 


every point of view that the action of 
the national committee be ratified and 
made effective. All who are opposed to 
the fundamental principles of the demo- 
cratic party should join in the election 
of delegates to the national conven- 
tion to be convened in 1916. The basis 
proposed for the election of delegates 
assures the states having the greatest 
number of republican votes a larger 
proportion of voting strength in the 
supreme council of the party, and by 
the changes made in the rules the way 
is open for the separate states to en- 
act laws for the election of delegates 
in primary election, and for the ma- 
jority of the voters participating in the 
primaries to elect delegates who will 
voice the sentiment of the majority.”

|CANADA RAILWAY RATES 


ARE SHARPLY REDUCED 


Ottawa. Ontario, April 7.—Substan- 
tial freight rate reductions are made 
in a cvecision handed down today by 
the railway commission, which pro- 
vides for new rate zones and standard- 
ee te of tariffs. 

The reduction will amount to from 
five to thirty per cent on, nearly all 
classes of gvods on all railways cper- 
ating from Winnipeg to the Tl acific 
coast. and will go into emfect Septem- 
ber 1 of this year. 

Local grain and flour rates are re- 
duced by two methods, first by a direct 
reduction ranging from 20 to 30 per 
cent, and second by making the 
terminal Fort William rates the max- 
imum that may be charged between 
intermediate stations. Westbound rates 
on flour and other grain products are 
similarly reduced. 

This is an indorsement of the com- 
plaint of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta, and the ap} Jlication of the Win- 
nipeg board of trade. 

Substantial cuts in coal rates from 
the Alberta tiie are made. 


UNITED STATES LOSES 
~ INTHE COAL ROAD CASE 


Suit Brought Against Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and 
Western Is Dismissed. 


Trenton. N. J., April 7.—The United 
States court filed an opinion here to- 
day dismissing the suit of the United 
States government against the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Coal 
company for alleged violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. The court 
holds that there is no United States 
law or decision prohibiting the same 
set of individuals holding stock in two 
distinct corporations even though they 
may be engaged in kindred business. 

The decision was handed down here 
by Judges Gray, Buffington and Mc- 
Pherson, of the third judicial circuit. 
The action was brought in the federal 
court here, but through a certificate of 
expedition filed by Attorney, General 
McReynolds, was heard by the judges 
of the court of appeals at Philadelphia 
in January. 

Case Very Important. 

The case is considered of the highest 
importance by the government, as it is 
one of the steps planned by the depart- 
ment of justice in its efforts to break 
up what it alleges to be a monopoly of 
the anthracite coal trade. The case, 
which was brought under both the 
Sherman anti-trust law and the com- 
modities clause of the Hepburn rail- 
road law, in all probability will go di- 
rect to the supreme court of the United 
States. 

A somewhat similar suit recently was 
instituted against the Lehigh Valley 
railroad and its subsidiaries in the fed- 
eral court in New York, and another 
government action against the railroad 
}to separate it from the Jersey Central 
railroad and fnterets, is in the 
United States court in Philadelphia. 

Today's decision is the second this 
court has handed down in a commodi- 
ties clause case. The first case _ in- 
volved all the anthracite roads and 
reached the supreme court, which de- 
cided that the commodities clause was 
constitutional, but that*® a railroad 
might own stock in a bona fide corpo- 
ration which owns the commodity the 
railroad is transporting. 

Declared 50 Per Cent Dividend. 

After the supreme court decision, 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Railroad company declared an ex- 
tra dividend of 50 per cent and the 
stockholders were given the option to 
use half of the divfdend ¢o0 purchase 
stock of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Coal campany, which was 
organized to take oWer the marketing 
of the railroad’s coal. 

The rajlroad made a contract to sell 
its coal to the new coal company on 
the basis of 65 per cent of the average 
price received for anthracite at New 
York tidewater. Under this contract 
he railroad, whichfcontinues to mine 
the coal from the land it owns, sells 
it at the mine to the coal company and 
the railroad transports it for the coal 
corporation. 

The government attacked this ar- 
rangement as a “mere lawyer's device, 
cloaking old facts under new fictions,” 
that it was a “metre subterfuge and 
fraud under the law and the public,” 
and that “‘each corppration is, in fact, 
the same group or body of actual per- 
sons working to the same end under 
different names.” 

Government to Appeal. 

Washington, April 1.—Immediate 
steps will be taken by the department 
of justice to appeal to the supreme 
court from the decision of the 
court of appeals in the case against 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern railroad company. Attorney Gen- 
eral McReynolds tonight said he hoped 
to have the case up for argument dur- 
ging the fall term. 

Although officials here say today’s 
result is not a serious blow because 
it is not the final decision, it was evi- 
dent that if the supreme court were to 
sustain the circuit court, the whole 
plan of the department to break up 
what it believes is a monopoly of the 
hard coal industry in eastern Penn- 
sylvania would be in great danger.

The 
debate started with a speech by Repre- 
sentative Dupre, of Louisiana, who, 
reading long resolutions adopted at a 
New Orleans mass meeting, said he 
wanted to “drive into the minds of con- 
gress” what the sentiment of that city 
was on the unfairness of paanias out 
New Orleans.

Baltimore Can’t Understand. 

“IT have nothing to say against Rich- 
mond,” declared Representative Linthi- 
cum, of Maryland, “but the people of 
Baltimore cannot appreciate the rea- 
sons why a city not along the seaboard, 
so far as the foreign trade is con- 
cerned; a city not doing a_ foreign

ORIGIN AND GROWTH. 
OF THE BLACK BELT 
IS TOLD BY BROOKS 


Professor R. P. Brooks, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, delivered Tuesday 
night, at the University club, the 
second of a series of lectures. The sub- 
ject was “‘The Origin and Growth of 
the Black Belt in Georgia.” Professor 
Brooks explained the causes of the 
great movement of Virginians and 
Carolinians to upper Georgia at the 
end of the eighteenth and in the first 
quarter of the nineteenth centuries. 
He showed how the former Virginia 
tobacco planters became cotton raisers 
in Georgia, and traced the gradual 
expansion of the cotton industry 
across Georgia. 

Cotton lent itself peculiarly wel! to 
large-scale production.

AMERICAN NATION 
NO LONGER ENGLISH 


New York, April 7.—The assimila- 
tion of the best traits of its heteroge- 
neous human elements is making the 
United States the foremost modern na- 
tion, said Professor Hugo Munsterberg, 
of Harvard university, today in an ad- 
dress to the American Society of Grad- 
uates of German Universities, in con- 
vention here. The professor expressed 
the belief that great progress in sci- 
ence, art and social culture would at- 
tend the material strides already made, 
and advised Germans in the United 
States to serve this objective whole- 
heartedly and not strain to preserve 
their national individuality. 

Professor Munsterberge maintained 
that the American nation no longer 
an English country, already having 
been modified by its component 
man constituents.

The difference of $666 and the 
breaking of the Federal league con- 
tract led to the first defensive legal 
fight between organized baseball and 
the new league, which has asked the 
federal court at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
to enjoin Killifer from playing with 
the Philadelphia club. Gilmore said 
Killifer’s contract with the Federal 
league club called for the payment of 
$17,500 for three vears’ playing. The 
contract Killifer later signed with the 
Philadelphia club called for the pay- 
ment of $19,500 for a like period, ac- 
cording to Gilmore.

$6.35 a Bale Above Low 
Records of March — Spot 
Cotton Quiet. 


New York, April 7.—Cotton made 
new high ground for the movement to- 
day with May contracts selling at 12.80, 
or $6.35 a bale above low records of 
March. General business did not seem 
to be particularly active, but there 
was fresh buying of new crop positions 
on the outlook for unsettled weather 
and lower temperatures south, and at 
times there appeared to be an excited 
demand from old crop shorts. aig 

One of the more. sensational incl- 
dents of the day was the effort of a 
local broker to execute a buying order 
for 100 bales of April, and the price 
ran up to 13.59, or 74 points above 
yesterday's closing figure, before it was 
executed. Later, April was offered at 
low prices, but May and July shorts 
appeared to be very nervous late in the 
afternoon, and rumors that cotton was 
to be brought here from Liverpool ap- 
peared to add to theih uneasiness, as 
suggesting that leading spot interests 
were finding it difficult to bring cotton 
from the south. 

Closing prices were firm at a net 
gain of 49 points on April and of 14 to 
23 points on active months. April has 
been without any special feature, and 
it is not supposed that thereisany in- 
terst of consequence in that position. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 5 to 7 points on higher Liver- 
pool cables, reports of good southern 
spot demand and the unsettled weather 
map. There was some irregularity dur- 
ing early trading, but comparatively 
narrow setbacks led to an increased 
demand, part of which appeared to 
come from the same interests who had 
been buying May and July contracts 
for the past three or four weeks. 

Some of the local spot houses sold 
on the advance, but last prices were 
within a point or two of the best. 
Bullish British board of trade returns 
helped the afternoon advance, while 
private cables attributed the relative 
firmness of Liverpool to the increased 
activity of Manchester, covering of 
hedges against 9,000 baies of spot cot- 
ton destroyed by fire, and continental 
buying of the new crop months. There 
was also a private cable reporting that 
ocean freight room had been engaged 
for 15,000 bales from Liverpool to New 
York.

WHEAT CROP WILL 
SMASH RECORDS 


Yield May Exceed 551,000,- 
000 Bushels, According to 
Estimate of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Washington, April 7.—A _ record- 
breaking winter wheat crop is in pros- 
pect this year, the department Of agri- 
culture estimating on a conservative 
basis that the yield may exceed 551,- 
000,000. bushels. The condition of the 
crop April 1 was 95.6 per cent of a 
normal, or 11.5 per cent better than 
the average April 1 condition for the 
_ past ten years. 
| The area planted last autumn was 
36,506,000 acres and with a compara- 

, tively good winter it is believed the 
percentage of acreage abandoned has 
been somewhat less than 9.6 per cent 
of the average abandoned during the 
past ten years, so that an unusually 
big acreage will be harvested if con- 
ditions continue favorable throughout 
the season. 

In a statement today concerning the 
crop the department said: . 

“The condition of w: ter wheat on 
April 1, viz: 

“Ninety-fice and one-sixth per cent 
of normal, is 11.5 per cent higher than 
the average of the past ten years. 
The yield per acre in the same ten 


of 11.5 per cent to this average would 
be 16.7 bushels. 

“The acreage planted last fall was 
estimtaed at 36,506,000 acres; 16.7 
bushels applied to this acreage 
609,650,000. But there always is some 


harvest; the average of such abandon- 
ment in the past ten years has been 
about 9.6 r°~ cent of the area planted. 
If this avi ige of abandonment be 
deducted fr 21 the estimated planted 
area, and 16.7 be applied to the re- 
maining amount, a production of about 
551,000,000 would be indicated. 

“The wheat plant wintered unust 
ally well and it is not to be expected 
that the ten-year average of abandon- 
ment has occurred this year.
